The stampede of politicians with small 
prospects of success has been great. 
Despairing, therefore, of being able to get to- 
gether a Moderate Party Cabinet, President 
Ebert this afternoon returned to his original 
idea of asking Herr Albert, a high Prussian 
oficial, to form a Ministry of officials or ex- 
perts of non-party character. Hers Albert, 
a colourless personality, who was one of the 
chief German propagandist agents in 
America — the war and after the revolu- 
tion, undertook the task, and to-night sounded 
the party leaders. - ; 
If the Reichstag parties are hostile, Presi- 
dent Ebert has promised Herr Albert that he 
will dissolve the Reichstag. 
Herr Albert was Minister for the Treasury 
ju Dr. Cuno’s Cabinet. 
At interviews this morning with the leaders 
oí the German Nationalist Party, Herr Hergt, 
of the Junker group, mainly responsible for 
Siresemann’s downtall, was asked by the 
President whether his -party was ready to 
form a Cabinet, and he replied affirmatively 
on condition that it was given authority to 
dissolve the Reichstag. Herr Hergt made 
it clear that a Nationalist Government would 
aim in its gelations towards France to 
achieve ‘‘truth and clarity.”’

MINUTES TOO LATE.

He was. referring to the Treaty 
between France and the German industrialists, 
the news of the signing of which at Essen was 
conveyed in the telegram mentioned. 
“This agreement will bring comparative 
peace to the Rubr and ‘the Rhineland, because 
the German industrialists agree to keep their 
mines and factories operating, and the work- 
men can now earn teeir bread.

“I could not. tel] the Reichstag how near 
ve were to agreement in the Ruhr, because 
the French would not have signed it. We had 
to make the French believe we seriously in- 
tended to throw the entire responsibility for

“But the news did not come in time. I 
wonder what would have happened if the 
telegram had arrived fifteen minutes earlier.”’

BRITISH SHIP’S CREW FIGHT 
COASTGUARDS, 


NEW YORK, Sunday. 
The British two-masted steamer Témako,

Two 
hundred cases of whiskey, stated to have been 
the remainder of 4,200 cases shipped in the 
Bahamas, were seized, and the crew of nine, 
together with an alleged smuggler for whom 
the Federal authorities have been searching 
for months past, were detained.

MR. BLYTHE’S VIEWS. 


“ RESPONSE SURPASSES 
EXPECTATIONS.” 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, the Free State Minister 
of Finance, on Saturday afternoon stated that 
the response of the people to the National 
Loan, so far as # was known, was already so 
good as to Surpass his most sanguine expecta- 
tions. This. he pointed out. was despite such 
adverse factors as the closing of the Stock 
Exchanges in Dublin and Cork on Saturdavs 
and that the day was a general half-holiday.

PROHIBITION. 


UNITED STATES DRY 
AGENTS WANT HELP. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Sunday. 
Prohibition Commissioner Haynes wants the 
army of 200,000 policemen, marshals, sheriifs, 
and State prohibition officials in the United 
States to participate actively in the war on 
illicit rum. Ti a recent statement Mr. 
Haynes called attention to the size of the 
anti-rum army that could be called into 
aggressive action. 
There are certain phases of the enforeement 
of the prohibition law for which the Federal 
Government ig entirely responsible, and others 
for which the States should assume responsi- 
bility, said the statement. The former, or 
preventive enforcement, includes the superv)- 
sion of permits, withdrawals, concentration of 
bonded whiskey, supervision of beverage and 
industrial alcohol plants, and so forth. There 
were 123,815 permits of all classifications in 
eliect on October 1, 1925 
Prior to the adoption of the 18th amend- 
ment there was an approximate annual con- 
sumption of 130,000,000 gallons of bonded 
whiskey in the United States, in addition to 
the consumption of so-called ‘‘ moonshine,” 
and smuggled liquor, which was a igh 
beíore prohibition. In 1922, with the new 
methods of control and regulation, only 
1,000,800 gallons of whiskey, for medicinal 
purposes, was withdrawn. 
The annual production of beer before pro- 
hibition was about 900,000,000 gallons, while 
during the past year only 169,000,000 gallons 
of cereal beverage were manufactured.  [t 
will be seen that these activities might quite 
properly require most of the time and energy 
of the Federal force. 
An inquiry recently made of the Federal 
Prohibition Directors in the United States 
concerning the number of policemen, marshals, 
sheriffs and deputies, State prohibition officers, 
and other officers authorised to make arrests, 
and under oath to uphold and enforce the 
Constitution of the United States, shows that 
there are over 200,000 such officers. Here is 
a great potential army, whose manifest duty 
is, under oath, to uphold and enforce the 
Constitution of the United States and the laws 
pursuant thereto, while the Federal forces, 
of but 152,200 agents, are all needed on the 
preventive phase of the work.

REMARKABLE SPEECH BY 
CARDINAL BOURNE. 


“ Many English people are coming to. think 
that this country made a mistake three. 
hundred years ago in not holding on to the 
Pope,’ said Cardinal Bourne, speaking at the 
annual Inter-Guild Conference of the Catholic 
Evidence Guild, in Stratford Town Hall, Lon- 
don, on Saturday. | 

“We members of the Catholic Evidence 
Guild are out to reinstate the Pope; we want 
him to be the spiritual and ethical] leader of 
this country, and we are not hiding the fact 
at all,” continued the Cardinal. “ The first 
thing we have to do to hring this about is 
to let the people know about the Pope, for 
if we only get the people of this country to 
know the Pope, and submit themselves to 
him, then all the other difficulties we talk 
about will vanish. If we only succeed in 
etting the Pope reinstated in the hearts of 
Fnelish people, we shall have our hearts 
desire.” |

REFERENCE IN ORMOND QUAY 
CHURCH. 

At Morning Service in Ormond quay Pres- 
byterian Church, Dublin, of which the late 
Sir Andrew Beattie was a member, the Rev. 
Fred. C, Gibson, B.A., yesterday concluded a 
Memorial Service. After an appropriate 
sermon on ‘‘ Man goeth forth unto his wor 
and his labour until the evening ” (Psalm 104, 
Verse 25), Mr. Gibson said :— 

I cannot close this Service to-day without 
referring to the loss which our congregation 
has suffered in the death of Sir Andrew 
Beattie. He was a life-long member of this 
church. As a young man coming to Dublin 
for the first time, he became a member of it. 
In later years he was elected to the office of 
deacon, and in that position he rendered valu- 
able service to the congregation. As long as 
his health permitted, no one was more regular 


in attendance at Divine Service or more 
appreciative of the minstrv- oi God's Word. 
H ever the words, ' man goeth forth unio 
his work and his labour until the evening.’ 
were true, thev were true of him. From the 
very opening of his manhood to the very close 


of his life he was a worker. In spite of ine 
creasing bodily weskness and a!mos yt 
tinuous pain he worked on, and pr | 
died working. 

His life of incessant work was animated by 
a deep sense of duty. Others might find «n 
excuse for shirking civic responsibilitv by 
charging this or that civic body with corrup- 
tion; but he refused to leave or to be driver 
from what he regarded as the place of dut». 
Often standing alone, he won the respect : 
those who held views very different from his 
own. The esteem in which he was held by 
his fellow-citizens was expressed again and
